PRIMARY

420 places across reception to year six in 
Ewell by 2015 and an additional 210 
places at Stamford Green Primary 
School, in Christ Church Mount, Epsom, 
starting with an extra 30 reception 
places in 2015. 

Epsom is already the most densely pop¬ 
ulated borough in Surrey, and is set to 
swell from 75,102 residents in 2011 to 
77,900 by 2014, according to the Office for 
National Statistics. 

Already this year, close to one in four 
of Surrey parents failed to get their child 
in to their first choice of schools in 
Epsom and Ewell. 

But despite this, there has been no 
moves by SCC to build new schools or 
for parents or organisations to set up 
free schools or academies in the 
borough, which has the highest-achiev¬ 
ing schools in the county.

Epsom must have a new primary school 
according to councillors who accuse ed¬ 
ucation chiefs of failing to adequately 
plan for massively increasing demand 
for school places. 

Surrey County Council (SCC) said it 
has embarked on “its biggest schools in¬ 
vestment programme in history”, which 
will see £350m invested in creating 16,000 
places across the county by 2018. 

But in Epsom it has shoehorned 120 
new places into existing primary schools 
this year and has no plans for building 
any extra schools in the borough - even 
though it is predicting it will need 60 
extra reception places next year. 

St Martin’s CofE Infant School, in Wor- 
ple Road, Epsom, has agreed to perma¬ 
nently expand to provide an extra class 
in reception from next September and 
SCC is still in discussions with head¬ 
teachers for “another school to take a 
temporary expansion or ‘bulge’ class”. 

An SCC spokeswoman said there are 
also “further expansion plans” for

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Driver delays for weeks 


Drivers are facing 15 weeks 
of disruption during the 
final phase of the Epsom 
station redevelopment. 

Roadworks started on Sat¬ 
urday, October 4, in Station 
Approach from the junc¬ 
tion with West Street to the 
junction with Waterloo 
Road, in Epsom, from 
9.30am to 4.30pm every day.

Councillors call for better 
borough schools planning

County and borough coun¬ 
cillors believe the borough’s 
schools are at bursting point 
and SCC must plan now for a 
new primary school as well as 
properly planning for the im¬ 
pact on secondary schools in 
a few years time. 

Councillor Tina Mountain, 
who represents Epsom Town 
and Downs on SCC, said: “We 
are desperately in need of an- 
others school, schools are al¬ 
ready bursting. I am pushing 
heavily for this.” 

Epsom town Councillor 
Neil Dallen said: “I am very 
frustrated. This problem has 
been coming towards us like a 
steam train and SCC have just 
buried their head in the sand. 

“All the building in Epsom 
has meant lots of new chil¬ 
dren in the borough. Where 
are they going to go to school? 

“We should not have tempo¬ 
rary school places and Porta¬ 
cabins introduced at the last 
minute. We have needed a 
new school.” 

He added: “We have people 
travelling all over the bor¬ 
ough to drop their children off 
at different schools. 

“The Government said par¬ 
ents should have a choice of 
schooling, but the only choice 
they have in Surrey is to take 
the one they’re offered, with 
many children not going to 
their top three choices.” 

County and borough coun¬ 
cillor Eber Kington said while 
SCC’s expansion measures 
are “sufficient”, a longer-term 
solution is a new primary 
school. 

He said: “There are only so 
many additional classes, 
which you can put into a 
school before you come up 
against space and quality of 
teaching.” 

Coun Kington, who was an 
assistant headteacher at a 
Wimbledon comprehensive 
school for many years, 


warned about the coming 
pressures on the borough sec¬ 
ondary schools, including the 
only two single-sex secondary 
schools in the county. 

He said: “We are not going 
to see a downturn in support 
for our secondary schools and 
I would like to think SCC has 
learned lessons and will put 
provisions in place.” 

But Emma Smith, head¬ 
teacher at Epsom Primary 
School, in Pound Lane, 
Epsom, which added a bulge 
class of 30 extra reception 
places last month, said: “In an 
ideal world, it sounds very 
good to have a new primary 
school, but I am not aware of 
a location for it. 

“SCC has done everything 
they can within the restric¬ 
tions they have got. 

“My governing body would 
be open to taking a further 
bulge class next year, but 
after that our site wouldn’t 
have the further capacity. 

“But Stamford Green will be 
taking three forms by then.” 

SCC said it uses a combina¬ 
tion of “live birth and hous¬ 
ing trend data, plus historical 
trends, to forecast how many 
school places we are likely to 
need in the future”. 

A spokeswoman said: “For 
primary school places we sub¬ 
divide each borough into 
smaller planning area and 
analyse where more places 
are needed ad where there are 
schools with empty spaces. 

"For 2014 we have identified 
a shortfall of about 60 recep¬ 
tion places in Epsom and 
Ewell. 

“Our analysis indicates that 
these places will be required 
in schools serving Epsom 
town and north Epsom. 

“We are keeping an open 
mind about the possibility of 
building a new school if nec¬ 
essary, but have no site in 
mind at present and await the 
outcome of the Stamford 
Green proposal.” 


Victims urged 
to call police 


Police believe a sex attacker 
convicted of preying on a 
drunk mental health pa¬ 
tient could have struck 
before. 

Morgan Towner, of Long 
Lane, Addiscombe, pushed 
a 54-year-old woman over a 
garden wall before sexually 
assaulting her and punch¬ 
ing her in Outram Road, 
Croydon, on February 9. 

Police believe the woman, 
from Epsom, who has no 
memory of the attack, may 
have been unconscious 
after hitting her head as she 
fell over the wall and into a 
hedge, suffering scratches 
and bruises. 

Officers, who had been 
alerted by a member of the 
public, found 36-year-old 
Towner still at the scene 
with his underwear around 
his ankles. 

Towner met the victim, 
who was injured in the at¬ 
tack, in a nearby pub before 
coaxing her away with the 
promise of more alcohol. 

A jury found Towner not 
guilty of rape, but convicted 
him of sexual assault by 
penetration at Croydon 
Crown Court on September 
20. 

Reporting of the convic¬ 
tion had been restricted

until the completion of a 
second trial, in which 
Towner was cleared of rap¬ 
ing a Sutton 18-year-old in 
her sleep, on Tuesday. 

The teenager had origi¬ 
nally accused Towner of at¬ 
tacking her in 2008, but 
there was deemed insuffi¬ 
cient evidence for a trial 
until the Metropolitan 
Police reopened the case 
following his arrest this 
year. 

A jury found him not 
guilty of the 2008 attack 
after two hours of 
deliberation. 

During the trial, Towner 
had told the court he had 
consentual sex with the 
18-year-old. 

But police, who believe 
Towner may have attacked 
other women, are now ap¬ 
pealing for victims or wit¬ 
nesses to come forward. 

Inspector John Daly said: 
“We are worried there may 
be other victims who have 
never reported it and if so 
we would urge them to 
come forward.” 

Towner will be sentenced 
at Croydon Crown Court on 
November 22.

How to deal with false widows 


• Do not panic. It is not likely 
to be a false widow, even if it 
is in the house. 

• Females are only likely to 
bite if they feel threatened. 

• If it is a false widow then, 
as with other spiders, get a 
glass and a piece of card¬ 
board and take it outside. If 
you find one in a web, then 
just clean it away with a 


feather duster. 

• If somebody is bitten treat 
it just as you would a wasp 
sting, for which people usu¬ 
ally take anti-histamines 
available over-the-counter at 
a pharmacist. 

• Keep an eye on the symp¬ 
toms. If you have any swelling 
or pain that does not stay lo¬ 
calised, then see a doctor.

An arachnid expert has 
appealed for people to stop 
killing spiders, following a 
spate of sightings of Britain’s 
most venemous spider. 

Greg Hitchock, a member of 
the British Arachronological 
Society for 14 years, contact¬ 
ed the Epsom Guardian last 
week calling for calm after 
apparent sightings of the 
false widow spider across 
south London and Surrey 
were reported in the local 
press. 

The qualified ecologist, who 
has a masters degree in zoolo¬ 
gy, said many of the spiders 
were in fact common house 
spiders which are now paying 
the price as worried resi¬ 
dents, trying to identify them 
from the internet, are batter¬ 
ing them to death or spraying 


called the paper to report he 
had found one in the bath 
three months ago and positive¬ 
ly identified it on the internet. 

The Epsom Guardian re¬ 
ported on another confirmed 
case of the spiders in West 
Ewell back in January when 
Rebecca Deal’s three-month- 
old daughter was bitten on 
the head by one at their 
Colme Court home, prompt¬ 
ing her housing association 
to fumigate it. 

Mr Hitchcock said no one in 
the UK has ever died from a 
spider bite, let alone one by a 
false widow. He said only the 
female false widow bites and 
they “are only dangerous if 
you’re allergic, so are essen¬ 
tially no different 
to bees, wasps or 
peanuts”. 

He said false widows have 
been in the country since 
1870, but their numbers have 
increased recently due to 
climate change. 

Mr Hitchcock said: 
“Psychology plays a role. The 
more scared you are of spi¬ 
ders, the more likely you are 
to exaggerate their features. 
“False widows are fair¬ 
ly hairless, although 
they do look very much 
like black widows in that they 
are very dark.

“They have a pattern on 
their abdomen described as 
looking like a skull, but that’s 
a story that has gone along 
with its ‘deadly’ reputation. 


“What may cause harm is 
people spraying pesticides 
liberally around their houses 
to kill spiders that may or 
may not be false widows.” 


Shops scare 
a false alarm 

Specialist chemical hazard 
teams raced to a shopping 
centre on Monday after a 
suspicious package was found 
by managers. 

The units, plus firemen and 
police were called to the Ash¬ 
ley Centre, in Epsom, at 
12.50pm after staff reported 
the package. 

A back office was evacuated 
and a cordon put up around it 
while the substance inside the 
package was assessed. 

Three fire engines attended, 
as well as an environmental 
protection unit and a haz¬ 
ardous material unit - large 
specialist transit vans contain¬ 
ing equipment that lets chemi¬ 
cal substances be tested. 

Firefighter Tom Howe said 
although his commander had 
initially classed the incident as 
one of “major hazardous mate¬ 
rial”, officers tested the sub¬ 
stance and concluded it was 
non-hazardous. 

He said: “Upon further gath¬ 
ering of information, the 
commander concluded the 
suspicious package didn’t have 
anything dangerous in it.” 

A spokeswoman for the Ash¬ 
ley Centre said: “Staff erred on 
the side of caution and were 
told by the police they did the 
right thing as it’s better to be 
safe than sorry.” 

A police spokesman said an 
investigation into the source of 
the package was ongoing 

The building fully re-opened 
at 2.30pm. 


Paedophile jailed for seven-year 
string of sex attacks on children 


A paedophile who manipulated his 
victims with guilt and fear has been 
jailed for eight-and-a-half years for 
a string of attacks on girls as young 
as six. 

Michael Hopkins, 63, of Worcester 
Park, abused four schoolgirls aged 
between six and 13 at his home in

Church Road between December 
2002 and December 2009. 

He was found guilty of 11 counts 
of sexual assault against children 
following a trial at Kingston Crown 
Court in August and was jailed at 
the same court on Friday. 

Detective Constable Virginia Con- 
dren from the Metropolitan Police 
child abuse investigation team, said 
Hopkins had used fear and guilt to 
ensure “his odious crimes went 
undiscovered”. 

But she paid tribute to his four 
victims who had finally brought 
him to justice. 

She said: “Michael Hopkins put 
them through the ordeal of having 
to relive details of their abuse. 

“I can only commend the victims 
for their fortitude and maturity 
throughout. 

“This has been a complex investi¬ 
gation and a three-year battle to 
seek the justice they deserve. 

“It has been an emotional roller¬ 
coaster for them and those closest 
to them. Their morality and 
strength should be an encourage¬ 
ment to children to speak out 
against their abusers. 

“I can only hope that this verdict 
and sentence serve as building 
blocks for them to rebuild their 
lives.” 

Hopkins has been placed on the 
sex offenders’ register for life.

Anxiety’ over Islamic 
centre plans for pub

Plans to turn an abandoned pub 
into an Islamic community centre 
have sparked a fierce debate. 

The South West London Ismaili 
Community has bought the old 
Worcester Park Tavern which 
closed in August 2012. 

The group is launching a public 
consultation on proposals to turn 
the former public house into a 
centre for activities, a library and 
an area for meditation and spiri¬ 
tual practices. 

The issue is so sensitive that St 
Mary’s the Virgin, Cuddington, 
which had agreed to host a con¬ 
sultation meeting in its hall in the 
Avenue, has now pulled the plug 
on it. 

The Rev Andy Cain said: “It’s 
clear from the people that have 
contacted me that this consulta¬ 
tion has caused a fair degree of 
anxiety and as our primary con¬ 
cern is serving the community 
we’ve decided not to host the 
meeting. 

“If this is something that can 
have a negative impact on the 
community it’s not worth us get¬ 
ting involved.” 

Many of those commenting on 
our online story hope that the 
scheme will rejuvenate the build¬ 
ing which has been left aban¬ 
doned and blighted by squatters.

Others have voiced their opposi¬ 
tion to it, with one commenting: 
“I’m sorry, but I grew up in the 
area and don’t want to see this. 

“I don’t live in the Middle East, I 
live near Worcester Park. This 
will just drive the area down and 
drive away residents that have 
lived in the area all their lives.” 

But Nikki R hit back: “The igno¬ 
rance that comes out when people 
read the word Islamic is breath¬ 
taking. If and when the centre is 
open, politely request to visit. 
They’d make you welcome and 
you may learn more about people 
than what the Daily Mail chooses 
to tell you.” 

And David7 explained: “The Is- 
mailis are considered to follow a 
modern, liberal, progressive in¬ 
terpretation of the Koran, and 


their leader is the Aga Khan. 

“They certainly are not in any 
way radical Islamists. They have 
no requirement for women to 
wear veils or burkas, and women 
are regarded as equals of the 
men.” 

Shiraz Mirza, a Chessington 
councillor and Surrey Police as¬ 
sistant crime commissioner, has 
also spoken out in defence of the 
centre. 

He said: “People need to accept 
the Ismailis are part of a social 
group - very humble and very ed¬ 
ucated people. This is not a 
mosque.” 

An Ismaili group tried unsuc¬ 
cessfully to open a similar com¬ 
munity centre last year in 
Kingston following a campaign by 
the English Defence League. 

Councillors rejected the plans, 
during a meeting which had a po¬ 
lice presence. 

The Ismaili community, from 
the Shia branch of Islam, are dif¬ 
ferent to the Ahle Sunnat Wal Ja- 
ma’at group which had its second 
application for a mosque at the 
old bank chambers in Green Lane 
rejected last month.

Jazz maestro in Whirlwind test 


A renowned musician who set 
up one of the world’s leading 
jazz labels will be showcasing 
the artists he has cultivated 
at a three-day festival next 
week. 

American Michael Janisch, 
34, who has lived in West 
Ewell with his wife and chil¬ 
dren for five years, set up his 
record label, Whirlwind 
Recordings, in 2010. 

The freelance jazz bassist, 
who was a visiting professor 
at the Royal Academy and 
gives masterclasses around 
the world, created the critical¬ 
ly-acclaimed label to release 
“my own music on my own 
terms”, but has since signed 
35 different artists, ranging 
from jazz legends to undiscov¬ 
ered talent. 

And next week, 18 bands 
and 86 of his musicians will 
come together in the first 
Whirlwind Festival in central 
London. 

Mr Janisch said: “In the past 
10 years I’ve focused on jazz. I 
stopped saying yes to every¬ 
one and that came with its 
own consequences. 

“But in three years the 
record label has taken off in¬ 
credibly fast, and the real 
meat and potatoes of it is in 
producing music.” 

The profit-sharing model of 
the record label means that 
the artists and the label both

invest in the music, but once 
the label has recouped its in¬ 
vestments through sales, the 
musician owns the remaining 
stock - with further profits 
from this being split 
according to the percentage 
the parties originally 
invested. 

By the end of the year, the 
record label will have re¬ 
leased more than 30 albums, 
including those of American 
drummer Jeff Williams and 
saxophone legend Lee Knoitz, 
as well as rising Scottish star 
Rachel Cohen. 

Mr Janisch said his love of 
jazz lies in its improvised 
nature. 

He said: “By nature, I am an 
improviser. This is my reli¬ 
gion. It’s how I connect to the 
universe, it’s a fix and it’s fun. 

“I still get the most joy out of 
picking up my bass and play¬ 
ing it.” 

The musician said he has 
played gigs at the White Horse 
pub, in Dorking Road, Epsom, 
and would like to return to en¬ 
tertain audiences at the 
Epsom Playhouse. 

The Whirlwind Festival will 
take place from October 10 to 
12 at Kings Place in London.

Leaked data 

Epsom Council has said that it 
was not responsible for confi¬ 
dential information relating to 
postal and proxy voters being 
published on the internet by a 
third party. 

The Epsom Guardian was 
contacted by a worried resi¬ 
dent on Friday, September 20, 
informing the newspaper that 
the information - names and 
addresses of absent voters for 
the Epsom West county coun¬ 
cil seat for the county council 
election in May this year - had 
appeared in search engine 
Google. 

A council spokesman said 
the information was not pub¬ 
lished by Epsom Council, or 
with its knowledge, but that it 
had discovered that the data 
had been “inadvertently 
stored on an insecure server 
by an election agent”. 

He said: “We contacted the 
person responsible for the 
website, and asked for the in¬ 
formation to be removed - this 
has been done. 

“We have also taken other 
steps to reduce the risk that 
this information will remain 
published elsewhere. 

“We are satisfied that the in¬ 
formation was originally pro¬ 
vided in accordance with 
electoral law. 

“The council will be remind¬ 
ing councillors and their 
agents on their responsibili¬ 
ties under the data protection 
act to ensure this situation 
does not re-occur.”

BSBV’s finance 
plans criticised 


Health campaigners have con¬ 
demned plans to spend a further 
£6m of taxpayers’ money this year 
on the healthcare review that is 
threatening to close Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal’s key services. 

The Better Services Better Value 
(BSBV) healthcare review team 
plans to spend £436,200 of it on 
“media, public and training”, com¬ 
pared to £124 in their first year, al¬ 
though it insists it will not spend 
the money on PR. 

During its first two years com¬ 
bined, the review cost just over 
£6m. However, this financial year 
alone the review is set to cost 
£5,989,260. 

Staff costs have risen from £75,667 
in 2011-12 to a whopping £830,105 in 
2013-14, while communications 
spending is set to more than double 
to £502,950 this year. 

Chris Grayling MP said: “BSBV 
has no public support in Surrey 
and has lost the support of local 
doctors. 

“At a time when public money is 
very tight, there is no possible justi¬ 
fication in continuing to spend 
money on a project that looks like it 
is going nowhere. I’d rather spend 
the money on nurses instead.” 

Epsom health campaigner Jane 
Race said: “BSBV use language 
such as transforming services, in¬ 
stead of being honest with the pub¬ 
lic that they are removing services 
without thought to what will re¬ 
place them. 

“BSBV should use available funds 
to research local needs and they 
should adapt their proposals in 
light of local clinicians’ concerns 
regarding safety.” 

Bess Harding, health campaigner 
and fund co-ordinator for the 
Epsom Medical Equipment Fund,

said: “These figures are grossly ex¬ 
cessive. Are they subject to a public 
audit? 

“The public will want to know 
where this money is being spent. 
How much will the consultation it¬ 
self cost? 

“Dozens of houses are being built 
in Epsom’s catchment area, so we 
need additional hospital support. 
Young people will move into these 
houses that are being built and 
place extra strain on the maternity 
services at Epsom.” 

In a statement, the joint directors 
of BSBV said the costs had been 
agreed in March, discussed with 
councillors and that only about a 
quarter has been spent so far, with 
the majority being earmaked for 
the public consultation - that is 
currently on hold. 

The statement said: “It is expen¬ 
sive to run a best practice public 
consultation that aims to reach 2m 
people across 10 boroughs. 

“We know we need to change ser¬ 
vices and we need to reach as many 
people as possible to talk to them 
about the options. Should our pro¬ 
posals go ahead, the savings to the 
NHS will dwarf the costs of the 
BSBV programme and those sav¬ 
ings will be reinvested to improve 
local health services.” 

A BSBV spokesman said the bud¬ 
get for “media, public and training” 
was in line with similar public con¬ 
sultations and covered everything 
from advertising, public meetings, 
hiring venues and running a con¬ 
sultation website to Braille materi¬ 
als and training clinicians in best 
practice consultation.

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Diabetes campaign as 
cases continue to soar

With the number of people suffer¬ 
ing from type 2 diabetes on the 
rise, a leading charity has 
launched a campaign to encour¬ 
age people to take early action to 
tackle the disease. 

According to figures from Dia¬ 
betes UK, 61,522 people in Surrey 
are now thought to have the dis¬ 
ease - up from 60,304 in 2012. 

And it is expected that 7 per cent 
of the population of the county 
will have diabetes by 2020 - a rise 
mainly expected due to new cases 
of type 2 diabetes, which already 
accounts for 90 per cent of cases 
nationally. 

Type 2 diabetes is a lifelong con¬ 
dition that causes a person’s 
blood sugar level to become too 
high. It can often be treated 
through changes in diet, weight 
control and physical activity.

out your own risk of developing 
type 2 diabetes is the best thing 
you can do for your health. 

“It is better to get an early diag¬ 
nosis so that with support, you 
can make the necessary lifestyle 
changes to reduce the chances of 
developing serious complications 
which include amputation, heart 
attack, stroke and blindness.” 


The south-east branch of the 
charity aims to raise money for 
research projects, care and sup¬ 
port; work with and support local 
voluntary groups; and establish 
partnerships with healthcare or¬ 
ganisations to improve the 
services for all people with 
diabetes.

Wheelie bin linked to 
former boxer’s death

A former heavyweight boxer 
cleared of murder and with 
alleged connections to one of 
London’s biggest crime families 
has been found dead at his home. 

Mystery surrounds the death of 
hardman Billy Isaac, 45, who lived 
in Worcester Park up until his 
conviction for harassment in 
August. 

He was found by police in 
Dromreagh in Durrus, West Cork, 
at 11.30am on Wednesday, 
October 2. 

Police believe he was fatally 
injured when he fell from a wheel¬ 
ie bin while trying to climb in 
through a downstairs window of 
his gated home. 

Police do not suspect foul play at 
this stage. 

Isaac was understood to have 
connections with the notorious 
Adams family in north London, a 
family linked to a string of gang¬ 
land murders, and the shooting of 
“Mad” Frankie Fraser in 1991.

He was acquitted of the murder 
of businesswoman Pat Hayes in 
1995, who was shot twice in 
the head in Isaac’s native 
Manchester. 

Isaac was imprisoned for three 
years in 2005 for possession of 
ammunition, after claiming that 
live bullets found in the car boot 


were for making jewellery. 

On July 31 this year, Croydon 
Crown Court heard how the man 
whom world champion boxer 
Ricky Hatton called “an inspira¬ 
tion” had sent eight abusive texts 
to his girlfriend’s ex-partner. 

After hearing that Simon Rus¬ 
sell had tried to commit suicide, 
Isaac texted him to say: “Do you 
want a razor and a rope you 
muggy c***?” and: “If you want to 
kill yourself just do it you mug”. 

He was jailed for three months 
for harassment, and on his re¬ 
lease, went to Ireland to return to 
his “fortress” of a home, named 
Ratsville, in West Cork. 

Last month, Isaac was convicted 
and sentenced to five months in 
jail at Bantry District Court after 
pleading guilty to assaulting 
waitress Lucie Kopecka at the 
Gateway Restaurant in Durrus. 

Mr Isaac’s fiancee, Siobhan 
Ginty, 23, was also convicted of 
assault on the same occasion and 
sentenced to four months in jail 
but both were released on bail 
pending a court appeal.

Rapist who targeted 
kids gets life in jail

A child rapist who groomed and 
preyed on young boys “to meet 
his own lusts and depravities” 
could spend the rest of his life in 
prison after an appeal against his 
sentence was thrown out. 

Peter Wagerfield used presents, 
alcohol and cigarettes to win the 
trust of his victims, aged between 
10 and 12, before raping two of 
them and abusing the others. 

The 44-year-old, who was living 
in Epsom at the time, was jailed 
indefinitely, for public protec¬ 
tion, at Guildford Crown Court 
last September, having pleaded 
guilty to a raft of sex offences, in¬ 
cluding the rapes. 

He was ordered to serve a mini¬ 
mum of seven years before he 
could apply for parole, but, ac¬ 
cording to the nature of his sen¬ 
tence, Wagerfield could only be 
released if the parole board is 
convinced that the danger he 
poses to society has passed. 

On Tuesday, Lady Justice Hal- 
lett, Mr Justice Sweeney and 
Judge Martyn Zeldman QC, sit¬ 
ting at London’s Criminal Appeal

Court, heard his lawyers argue 
that he did not deserve to be 
jailed indefinitely. 

The court heard how, after 
winning his victims’ trust, Wa¬ 
gerfield abused and raped the 
boys, also inciting them to engage 
in sexual activity with each 


other, with much of the offending 
having been filmed and taken 
place in front of the other 
victims. 

He was eventually caught when 
one of the boys’ mothers became 
suspicious and called the police, 
who found a film of Wagerfield 
abusing another youngster on 
that boy’s phone. 

Lawyers for the paedophile ad¬ 
mitted he was a “dangerous of¬ 
fender”, but argued that his 
potentially lifelong jail term was 
excessive. 

But Lady Justice Hallett dis¬ 
missed the argument, saying Wa¬ 
gerfield, now of West Yorkshire, 
represented “a high risk of harm 
to children and a danger to young 
boys”. 

She added: “The victims were 
vulnerable and impressionable, 
and he preyed on them to meet 
his own lusts and depravities.” 

A challenge to the length of 
Wagerfield’s minimum term was 
also thrown out. 

The judge concluded: “In this 
extremely bad case, we cannot 
see that any real criticism can be 
made of the sentence. It is not 
manifestly excessive.”

“When it became obvious she 
wasn’t going to get better [the 
wedding] was mainly down to the 
ladies at work - they made most 
of the arrangements on the Mon¬ 
day morning of March 11 and she 
passed away on the 13th. 

“They were brilliant. Every¬ 
body went that extra mile. No one 
could have been nicer or more 
helpful. It was meant to be - if we 
had waited another day it would¬ 
n’t have happened. 

“The registrars were concerned 
if she couldn’t take her vows it 
wouldn’t happen. To be honest if 
it had gone another half a day it 
would have been too late. 

“I said two or three times after¬ 
wards ‘How is Mrs Cannon?’ and 
she’d say ‘That’s me’. I don’t think 
it had quite sunk in. 

“She loved her job and the peo¬ 
ple she worked with. It was an un¬ 
usual arrangement at St Helier 
Hospital. I said to her ‘It’s unusu¬ 
al they aren’t only your 


colleagues - you have a close sort 
of rapport with one another. You 
socialise and look after one an¬ 
other - it is something you should 
cherish’. 

“They were more like a band of 
friends than work colleagues.” 

Colleague and directorate co-or¬ 
dinator of anaesthetics Julie 
Henry, 52, from Wallington, de¬ 
scribed Mrs Cannon as a “real 
character”. 

She said: “A mere 45 minutes 
after her arrival at St Raphael’s 
there was a small wedding party, 
a bride, a groom and the two love¬ 
ly registrars from Sutton Registry 
Office who went above and be¬ 
yond their duties to enable the 
wedding to go ahead. 

“The wedding took place with 
lots of tears but lots of laughter 
too. Later that evening the staff at 
the hospice pushed another bed 
into the room so they could spend 
their wedding night together.” 

Mrs Cannon’s funeral took 
place on April 5 at Garth Road 
Crematorium and was full to 
capacity.

Now is a good time to think about some 
preparations you can make towards 
protecting your home this winter. 

There are some practical things that you can do to be 
ready for the diverse range of winter weather that we 
experience. Sutton and East Surrey Water pic and the 
Met Office host dedicated web pages to helpful advice 
on how you can protect your home from the effects of 
cold weather. 

Avoiding frozen pipes is a main concern as this can lead 
to burst pipes in various parts of the home. Insulation is 
particularly important for all the pipework and tanks in 
the loft or garage and for any other pipe work that may 
be exposed to the cold temperatures. 

If you are going away during the winter months it 
is advisable to leave the heating on low and ask 
someone to pop in and check on your property. 

If the property will be unoccupied for long periods, 
it is worth turning off the stopcock and draining 
down the system, leaving less risk of damage from 
leaking pipes or tanks. 

It is important to be aware of the location of your internal 


stopcock or valve, most often situated under the kitchen 
sink. The water supply can usually be switched off by 
turning the stopcock in a clockwise direction. It is a good 
idea to check the operation of the stopcock or valve just 
to ensure that it is functioning normally. 

If you are faced with a problem, it is advisable to call 
in a fully qualified plumber to stabilise and repair 
the problem. Don’t forget to turn the taps off once 

It is important to be aware 
of the location of your 
internal stopcock or valve, 
most often situated under 
the kitchen sink 

a repair has taken place and return your stopcocks 
and valves to their normal position. 

There are many steps you can take to protect your 
home against water damage and a household check is 
strongly recommended in preparation for the cold and 
wet weather to come. 


Dealing with a 
plumbing emergency 

Unfortunately plumbing emergencies such as burst 
and frozen pipes do happen. Call for a plumber as 
soon as possible and take the following steps to 
stabilise the problem and minimise damage. 

Burst Pipes 

• Prevent water passing the point of the leak by 
turning off all stop valves. 

• Open, all cold water taps so that the pipe work and 
storage system drain quickly. 

• Switch off the boiler, immersion heater and any other 
water heating. 

• If water has leaked near your electrics or any 
electrical goods, switch them off at the mains and do 
not touch them until they have been checked over by 
a fully qualified electrician. 


Frozen Pipes 

• Turn off the mains water supply at the stop valve. 

• Ensure that your boiler is switched off. If the hot 
water system is frozen and the boiler is still alight it 
could lead to further problems. 

• Carry out visual pipe checks where possible. 

• Protect your belongings - move them away from the 
pipe to prevent water damage when the pipe thaws. 

• If the frozen pipe runs from a storage cistern and 
is not controlled by a valve, check if it has split. If it 
has, open all cold water taps in the system and flush 
the WC in order to empty the cistern. 

• If the pipe has not split then open the cold water tap 
nearest to the part of the pipe you think is frozen to 
allow the water to flow once the ice has melted. 

• Speed up the thawing process by applying a hot 
water bottle or heated cloth to the frozen area of the 
pipe. Start at the end nearest the tap and work back 
towards the cold water tank. 


Remember: 

• Never use an electrical appliance or an open flame 
such as a blowtorch to thaw out the ice. 

• Don’t try to thaw it too quickly as there may be splits 
in the pipe which are difficult to see. 

• Be careful, although water may be flowing from taps, 
other parts of the system may still be frozen.

New system: Roy Chinyanga with his children

A father has devised an education 
system that he believes could 
change the fortunes of children 
like his own. 

Roy Chinyanga’s daughter 
Chelsea got a grade C in GCSE 
maths aged just 11 and is now 
studying further maths. 

Mr Chinyanga, who recently 
moved from Ashtead to Dorking, 
said his son Rodgers got a B in A- 
level maths at the age of 14 and 
three other GCSEs at the age of 
12 . 

He attributes their success to an 
educational system he has devised 
that he called MX KOPS, which 
stands for Methodology X: Knowl¬ 
edge, Outcomes, Process and Step 
by step approach. 

He said children benefit from a 
holistic approach to learning in¬ 
stead of getting bits and pieces of 
information on topics in the 
classroom. 

He said: “They want the whole 
picture in a short time and learn 
from the bigger picture. I’m call¬ 
ing my way free-range learning. 

“Allow the child to soak up what 
they want to soak up.” 

Mr Chinyanga said Chelsea, 
who attended Greville School in 
Ashtead, keeps asking if the 


children who were in a special 
needs class with her could achieve 
the same results. 

He said: “Their parents may see 
where I’m coming from, how I 
have managed to change the for¬ 
tunes of Chelsea to the benefit of 
many. This thing works.” 

Mr Chinyanga’s interest in pio¬ 
neering his own approach to 
learning was encouraged by the 
fact that children with different 
abilities can all quickly master 
Blackberry phone functions. 

He said: “I have been surprised 
why this well-known Blackberry 
phenomenon has not been carried 
forward in classrooms for the 


benefit of all children.” 

Chelsea said she may find it dif¬ 
ficult to do multiplications, like 12 
times 85, but she now understands 
the mathematical ideas and con¬ 
cepts behind equations. 

She said: “From my own experi¬ 
ence I have seen the system actu¬ 
ally works. When I was still in the 
low groups I thought ‘why can’t I 
be like other people in the higher 
classes?’ 

“My Dad finally found out that I 
like bigger things.” 

Mr Chinyanga said his daugh¬ 
ter’s teacher at Grenville School, 
Mrs Boulton, also deserved credit 
for her success.

FEEL THE HEAT 


rhen you think about 
curry the first types 
that come to mind 
are Indian, Pakistani and 
probably Bengali so we have 
found some tasty alterna¬ 
tives for you to try, writes 
Jamie Henderson. 

The nation’s obsession 
with curry began more than 
200 years ago, largely be¬ 
cause of the British Empire, 
but it really took off in the 
1970s once restaurants start¬ 
ed popping up all over the 
country. 

In 2013, however, there is a 
plethora of curries from all 
over the world available in 
the capital - you just have to 
dig a little deeper to find 
them. 

Some people will have ven¬ 
tured a bit deeper into this 
varied world and may have 
tried the aromatic Thai cur¬ 
ries whether it is the red, 
green or jungle version or 
the coconut-laced Sri Lankan 
equivalents. 

A few more people will 
have sampled the lean and 
tender Caribbean goat and 
mutton curries, the slightly 
milder Japanese kare or 
katsu, or the fresh and fiery i 
Malaysian rendang. 


Koreans also eat a curry 
dish called Ka-rae which is 
similar to the Japanese ver¬ 
sion, only slightly hotter. 

In Vietnam, curry is called 
ca ri, and similar to its south¬ 
east Asian cousins features 
coconut milk. 

Rarer still is the traditional 
South African dish 
called Bunny 
Chow, free of 
rabbit, but 
served by 
hollowing 
out a loaf 
and filling 
with cur¬ 
ried meats. 

Elsewhere, 
in the Phillip- 
ines, a favourite is 
tiyula itum, which 
is a beef curry 
blackened with 
burned coconut- 
meat powder. 

Curry has even 
reached as far 
afield as the Pacif¬ 
ic, where in Fiji, 

Samoa and Tonga it 
is generally known as

kare or kale, and mutton is 
the favoured meat. 

Peter Groves, organiser of 
national curry week, which 
started on Monday, says: 
“There is a huge range of 
curry to try aside from those 
coming from the Indian sub¬ 
continent. 

“The word curry does stem 
from Britain, as far 
back as the late 14th 
century 
in fact, 


when it was called cury. 

“It is a fascinating area of 
cooking and so many coun¬ 
tries have adopted a form of 
curry, from South African to 
the Caribbean and back to 
Britain where we have creat¬ 
ed our own variety.”

The initial idea for 
roller derby was sparked 
in the late 1920s when 
movie theatre operator Leo 
Seltzer discovered an event 
called the walkathon in 
Portland, Oregon. 

He decided to create the 
walkathon on roller skates, 
whereby a man and a woman 
would take turns to skate con¬ 
tinuously from 9am until mid¬ 
night, and booked it into the 
Chicago Coliseum. 

“And that was the 
start of roller derby,” 
says the creator’s son,

“It was an entertain¬ 
ment sport, it was very 
popular and we had thou¬ 
sands of people 
watching.” 

The rules developed 
over the years are that a 
player from each team, 
called the jammer, marked 
with a star on their helmet, 
races behind the rest of the 
skaters who travel in a tight 
formation called a pack. 

Both jammers must find 
their way through the pack be¬ 
fore racing around the track 
again and lapping each 
skater. 

For each player on the oppos¬ 
ing team they pass, they score 
a point, and the player through 
the pack first has the ability to 
call off play at any moment. 

With half the skaters trying 
to help their jammer, and the 
other half trying to hinder, it 
is a fast-paced full contact 
game - popular with 
spectators. 

Loretta Behrens, who 
dropped out of school at 16 to 
become a professional skater, 


toured with the 
Chicago Western¬ 
ers playing in 
packed out venues 
such as the Cow 
Palace and Chicago 
Coliseum in the 
1950s to crowds of 
up to 30,000. 

Now 81 and still a

Today, teams in the south¬ 
west are still fairly sparse, 
with Croydon Roller Derby the 
only modern-day flat track 
league in south London. 

The league has grown con¬ 
siderably in recent years and 
now has enough roller derby- 
hungry recruits that it now 
boasts two teams. 

Former professional Lorret- 
ta, who lives in Grayson, Geor¬ 
gia, says: “I’m happy to see the 
way it’s growing and Jerry is 
happy to see that it’s still here. 

“I never want roller derby to 
be forgotten.”

Local estate agents have given a cautious 
welcome to the government’s decision to 
extend the Help to Buy Scheme to older 
properties three months earlier than 
planned, writes Beverley Morrison. 

While they acknowledge it will give the 
market a welcome boost by allowing 
more people to access better rate 
mortgages with just a five per cent 
deposit, many are concerned it 
might lead to a price “bubble” in the 
south east. 

"The news that the government has 
brought forward the second phase of 
Help to Buy is encouraging and will, no 
doubt, lead to many more people being 
able to realise their dreams of home 
ownership,” said Sam Mitchell, regional 
managing director for Your Move estate 
and letting agents. 

“The concern, however, is that there is 
a desperate need for more affordable 
houses to be built, and the danger is that 
lack of supply could lead to house price 
increases in the next year.” 

The first phase of Help to Buy, which 
launched in April, enabled homebuyers 
to buy new-build properties up to 
£600,000 with a five per cent deposit, 
thanks to a 20 per cent top-up 
Government equity loan. 


Now Help to Buy is being extended to 
cover the purchase of second-hand 
properties up to £600,000 too. 

In this second phase, which was due to 
be launched in January, the government 
is encouraging lenders to offer more 95 
per cent mortgages with guarantees. 

In other words, if a borrower defaults, 
the government will cover a share of any 
losses incurred by the lender. 

So far Halifax, RBS and Nat West have 
signed up to the scheme. Applications for 
the loans will be accepted from this 
week, but the money will not be paid out 
until January 1. 

Prime minister David Cameron 
believes Help to Buy will assist 
many more people onto the property 
ladder. 

However, Your Move’s Sam Mitchell 
cautions: “While confidence and activity 
in the market is growing, it remains the 
responsibility of government to allow 
more house building to take place.” 

This sentiment is echoed by The Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveryors 
(RICS), who also added that some “speed 
bumps” might be needed to curb any 
excessive house inflation. 

However, Jeremy Blackburn, head of 
policy at RICS, conceded: “The range of 
measures announced under the Help to 
Buy scheme to kick start the housing 
market were much needed.”
